2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7)

Document 2: JP, 2000-219875, A (Nippon Glass Co., Ltd.), 08 August, 2000. 

Claims 1, 5-7, 10 

The inventions of claims 1, 5-7, 10 do not appear to possess novelty or involve an inventive step 
based on the description in document 1 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 describes a method comprising a step of coating a coating liquid containing an 
alcohol or the like as a solvent, titanium alkoxide and silica in the form of ultrafine oxide particles by a 
spray coating process on a bottom surface of a float glass, thereby forming a film containing titanium 
oxide and fine particles of silica (document 1, column 2, lines 23-29, column 3, line 19 to column 4, 
line 41). 

Claims 2, 3, 5-10 

The inventions of claims 2, 3, 5-10 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
document 2 cited in the ISR. 

Document 2 describes a method for coating a solution for a water-repellent film comprising a 
silane compound containing 0-20 wt.% water and an alcohol as a solvent, the coating being conducted 
by a spray process at room temperature (document 1, column 6, lines 19-22, column 9, lines 8-17, 
column 9, line 45 to column 10, line 7). 

Further, in the method of document 1, alcohol is also used as the solvent and drying after the 
coating is conducted at a temperature within a range from normal temperature to 300°C (page 4, lines 
17-41). Therefore, adding water to the alcohol solvent and conducting coating at room temperature is 
obvious to a person skilled in the art. 

Claim 4 

The invention of claim 4 is described in none of the documents cited in the ISR and is not 
obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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
